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New hormone implant 
to be on U.K. market 
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Compudose, a new, long- 
lasting hormone implant 
for beef cattle, will be put 
onto the U.K. market short¬ 
ly, the U.K Ministry of 
Agriculture has confirmed. 

Reports UCN, the new 
hormone consists of Oes- 
tradiol, a natural female 
hormone, and is used as an 
implant in the ear of beef 
steers. It is active for 12 
months, or four times 
longer than existing Im¬ 
plants. 

Flanco, the U.S. manu¬ 
facturer, said Compudose 
requires no withdrawal 
period. Present implants on 
sale in the market require a 
withdrawal period of three 
months between dosage 
and slaughter. 

Sources said if the pellet 
is removed it is nearly im¬ 
possible to determine 
whether it was over im¬ 
planted in the first place, 
although trials have de¬ 
tected high levels of 
Oestradiol In the kidneys. 

The U.K. Meat and Live¬ 
stock Commission, which 
has tested and approved 
Compudose, found steers 


can gain on extra 20 
kilograms over n 12-month 
period. It also improves 
feed efficiency. 


Elanco has filed for ap¬ 
proval of Compudose in the 
U.S. with the Food and 
Drug Admiatrotion, an 
Elanco spokesman said. 
However, there was no 
estimate as to when the 
FDA may complete its 
review. 





Compudose is approved 
for use in, Mexico, the 
spokesman said. 

The new hormone comes 
at a time whan the Euro¬ 
pean Economic Commun¬ 
ity is considering banning 
hormone use in cattle. A 
report on the use of hor¬ 
mones is currently being 
prepared by the European 
Commission's scientific 
committee and is due out in 
March 1982. 

Stilbene and Thyrostatic 
hormones have already 
been banned by the EEC, 
end hormone implants are 
already banned in Northern 
Ireland, West Germany 
and the Netherlands.

Th© USDA officials dis¬ 
cussed current inspection 
procedures and special 
steps they have taken 
recently. They expressed 
the view that USDA now has 
adequate authority to carry 
out necessary inspection 
procedures, including spec¬ 
ies verification. However, 
NCA officials said they still 
were concerned about in¬ 
spection, and they empha¬ 


sized the need to avoid any 
possible adverse affects of 
meat adulteration on the 
demand for beef, Including 
domestic beef. 


The Netherlands will re¬ 
quire that all meat im¬ 
ported after Oct. 1 be ac¬ 
companied by a statement 
that the meat is from 
animals not treated with 
hormones, according to a 
release from the Meat Ex¬ 
port Federation. 

The new regulation also 
will ban the importation of 
meat from animals treated 
with antibiotics or chemo- 
therapeutics as wall as 
stllbenes and thyrostatics, 
already unilaterally banned 
by the European Economic 
Community and the U.S.

The health benefits 
resulting from mandatory 
sodium content labeling of 
consumer foods could con¬ 
ceivably equal or exceed 
the costa of monitoring a 
sodium labeling program, 
according to a USDA econ¬ 
omist. 

Reports CNS, many 
health professionals have 
indorsed sodium content 
labeling as a means of help¬ 
ing the estimated 60 
million Americans who suf¬ 
fer from hypertension 
reduce their sodium intake. 
Excessive sodium con¬ 
sumption generally is 
thought by medical author¬ 
ities to bo a factor con¬ 
tributing to an individual’s 
risk of developing hyper¬ 
tension. Major dietary 
sources of sodium include 
processed moats and 
vegetables and baked 
• goods. 

The economist's report, 
entitled "Economic Im¬ 
pacts of Sodium Labeling 
of Food Products," was 
distributed by USDA with 
the disclaimer that it did 
not necessarily reflect the 
view of USDA and was in¬ 
tended primarily as an aid 


to the research community. 
USDA officially opposes 
mandatory sodium labeling 
for processed food products 
but has urged tho meal and 
poultry industries to adopt 
voluntary sodium labeling 
and to look for ways to cut 
tho sodium content of thoir 
products.

He 
said that legislation focuses 
on the use of risk 
assessment and the use of 
outside scientific expertise 
in the regulation of food and 
color additives, food con- 
taiminants and animal 
drugs. Under the bill, 
government regulators 
would regulate these sub¬ 
stances according to the de¬ 
gree of risk their consump¬ 
tion would pose to humans. 

McMillan said the suc¬ 
cessful food safety policy 
must strike a reasonable 
balance between the need to 
minimize risk and the need 
to leave the consumer some 
options in making his food 
consumption decisions. He 
said the government’s 
regulatory efforts should 
preserve food safety, while 
encouraging continued 
growth in the food industry.

After setting the top 
qualifying time for the 
Kansas Futurity, Special 
Effort caught tho attention 
of Dan and Jolene Urschel. 
Following some hurried 
wheeling and dealing, the 
Urachels bought Special 
Effort for $1 million. 

Prior to the All-American 
trials, Special Effort was 
syndicated for $15 million. 
It was the biggest syndica¬ 
tion package ever put 
together for a quarter horse 
in training. The deal was 
the brainchild of Don 
Tyner, the well-known 
horse agent from Oklahoma 
City.

share. A hundred shares 
were quickly marketed, and 
Urschel retained 50 shares. 

During the press con¬ 
ference following the All- 
American, Tyner was ask¬ 
ed how much the colts 
value had soared after the 
All-American victory. "I 
haven’t had time to figure 
it out, but I can tell you 
this—when I was in the 
winner's circle a few min¬ 
utes ago, someone came up 
to me and offered $260,000 
for a share, if one were 
available," Tyner said.

Urschel, who admitted to 
being pretty "anxious" on 
the day of the All-Amer¬ 
ican, called the victory one 
of the greatest moments of 
his life.

(CATS) gave mixed reviews 
about the electronic meat 
trading system in tele¬ 
phone interviews with 
CMS. 


Although usnrs agreed 
thut CATS is valuable to 
the future of the meat trad¬ 
ing industry, the system 
will never serve the in¬ 
dustry as the only media on 
which meat will be traded, 
Lhey said. 


A spokesman for ono of 
Iho largest packers using 
CATS said the Kroger Co. 
is the largest buyer on the 
system, ‘’Many of the buy¬ 
ers on the system are not 
within our credil limits, 
which is a problem for us ,' 1 
he said. 


The system. Grant said, 
might prove more appeal¬ 
ing to the industry if some 
larger packers, retailers, 
and wholesalers were on 
line. 


CATS has been in opera¬ 
tion since June 15 and has 
16 usors, ranging from a 
few of the nation’s largest 
packers and retailers to 
same of the smallest meat 
industry firms. About 10 to 
15 loads of meat are traded 
on tho sysLem weekly, ac¬ 
cording to William Al- 
banos, Jr., AMU founder 
and CATS developer. 


The main complaint 
about CATS, the users 
agreed, is that there ore too 
few buyers and sellers on 
tho system. 


Although the packer us¬ 
ers include MBPXL Corp., 
Spencer Foods, Swift Inde¬ 
pendent Packing Co. and 
John Morrell and Co., the 
notion's largest packer— 
Iowa Beef Processors, 
Inc.—has not elected to be 
on the system. Safeway 
stores Inc., The Kroger Co. 
and Jewell Stores Inc. 
represent the largest retail 
establishments using 
CATS, but packer ueers 
said Kroger is the only 
retail buyer on line at any 
given time. 


such idiosyncrasies, such 
H.s trim specifications, over 
the Lelophone than in the 
result section on a CATS 
terminal screen.

Sirhan said many of the 
users have made requests 
to hove additional boxed 
beef cuts added to CATS' 
item list.

If there were 
more on the system, it may 
be worthwhile, but right 
now it isn't much help,"

Anothor problem, a 
packer user said, is that 
CATS may not be able to 
handle the many special¬ 
ized items the boxed beef 
industry is producing or 
will produce in the future.

"There will be a possi¬ 
bility of trading mixed 
loads instead of just one 
item to just one destina¬ 
tion," he said.

Bar-S purchases 2 Cudahy plants 


Bar-S Food Co., a Phoe¬ 
nix-based company, recent¬ 
ly purchased two slaugh¬ 
terhouses and half interest 
.in a processed-turkey meat 
plant for $28 million from 
General Host Corp., based 
in Stamford, Conn. 

Bar-S, a newly estab¬ 
lished company formed by 
principals from Cudahy 
Food Co., a subsidiary of 
General Host, purchased 
the closed Cudahy slaugh¬ 
terhouses In Denver and 
Seattle and the Cudahy 
turkey plant In Clinton, 
Okin., a General Host 


spokesman said. 

Payment for the facili¬ 
ties included $12 million in 
cash, $10 million of Bar-S 
cumulative non-voting 
preferred stock and a $6 
million secured promissory 
note, the spokesman said. 

He said General Host 
will retain Cudahy's dried 
Bausage and canned ham 
operations in Omaha, Neb., 
and Independence, Iowa, 
and will continue to lease 
Cudahy slaughter facilities 
in Phoenix and Atlanta to 
the Bar-S organization. 


Cattle industry to 
seek import curbs 

Thu Australian Cal* 
lie;iion's Union recrntly ox- 
preyyed fours that the U.S. 
Cattle industry will try Lo 
encourage restrictions on 
hoof imports following 
Australia's beef export 
scandal, reports UCN. 

The union's chiof execu¬ 
tive officer, Rick Ear ley, 
urged Australia's minister 
of primary industry, Peter 
Nixon, to seek urgent talks 
with U.S. eottlomen to 
head off possible U.S. 
moves to place further re¬ 
strictions on beef imports. 

Australian cattlemen 
and the meat industry 
already have felt the ef¬ 
fects of the scandal in 
which horse and kangaroo 
meat were found in ship¬ 
ments of beef to the U.S. 
last month. 

Australian beef prices 
have plummeted and se¬ 
veral slaughterhouses have 
been closed or forced to cut 
bock production. 

Australia's total meat 
exports in July declined 
14.3% from June to 56,048 
tons of shipped weight, the 
Aubtralian Meat end Live¬ 
stock Corp, said recently. 

Beef and veal exports 
were 44,865 tons, down 
1.3% from the previous 
month. Exports to the U.S. 
declined 16.6% to 23,431 
tons. 

"It is not enough for the 
Australian government to 
talk to the U.S. govern¬ 
ment," Earley said. "It 
should also be talking to 
the cattle industry."

WLMIP seeks producers 
for computer system study 


How useful ia AGNET 
computer marketing infor¬ 
mation to producers and 
what type of information 
should be added to the 
computer system to moke it 
more beneficial in manage¬ 
ment and marketing deci¬ 
sions? 

Harlan Hughes, Wyom¬ 
ing AGNET coordinator at 
the University of Wyoming, 
says those questions may be 
answered following a pilot 
program conducted this 
summer to evaluate the 
syBtem'B potential as a 
direct delivery system of 
market information. 

The project is being 
carried out by the Western 
Livestock Marketing Infor¬ 
mation Project (WLMIP), a 
cooperative venture be¬ 
tween state extension ser¬ 
vices in 17 western states 
and USDA charged with 
providing analyses, inter¬ 
pretation and projection of 
factors influencing livestock 
prices. 

"We are looking for ZB 
producers who have access 
to micro or home computers 
to participate in the 
project," Hughes says. 
"We will provide training 
and backup support on how 
to access and use the 
AGNET system." 


In addition, WLMIP and 
state extension services will 
provide current data on 
such factors as price s, 
movement, and slaughter of 
livestock, decision-making 
tools for establishing bud¬ 
gets, analysis of current 
market situations and pro¬ 
jections of future trends. 

Participants in the pilot 
project are asked to access 
the market information on 
a regular basis, preferably 
daily. They will be asked to 
evaluate the usefulness of 
the system, including utiliz¬ 
ing the information in some 
of the marketing decision 
guides now available on the 
computer. 

Hughes says producers 
will also he asked to submit 
input on additional informa¬ 
tion that may be useful in 
making marketing, deci¬ 
sions, and participants are 
required to pay telephone 
tolls and computer costs 
involved in accessing the 
AGNET computer. 

Major emphasis on this 
pilot project will be live¬ 
stock, which some attention 
given to grains and their 
impact on livestock produc¬ 
tion and outlook. Tho pilot 
project will be completed by 
Sept. 30.
